Who wore the Etruscans ? Lord Crawford is one of the latest writers on 
the subject, and maintains in the above work, with a singular abundance of 
learning and argument, a somewhat similar theory to that of the late Dr. 
Donaldson. His treatment of the subject is however much more exhaustive 
than that of the former writer, and he attributes a distinctly Germanic character 
to the Etruscan language, for which Dr. Donaldson claimed a purely Scandina¬ 
vian kinship. There are some philological arguments based upon the Inscriptions 
(especially those few which are bilingual) which will stagger many adherents 
to other theories, and carry conviction to minds already inclined to accept the 
Teutonic solution of this undent riddle. Amongst the more remarkable 
instances of happy interpretation is the explanation of the names Mezentins 
and Tumus.

In English, Finlay’s histories are only the works of any importance on the 
Bjzantine period; for Gibbon has regarded the Byzantine empire, daring the 
greater part of its existence, rather as a peg on which to han£ his general 
survey of the history of the time than as deserving of study for its own sake. 
Now, however, the importance of Byzantine history is generally allowed. 
During the latter part of his life, Mr. Finlay revised the whole of his works 
with a view to a new edition, and made very considerable alterations and 
additions, especially bringing down his History of the Greek Revolution, from 
the end of 1843 to 1864, after the accession of the present sovereign. All 
this new material wos put into the hands of the present editor, who has also 
added notes here and there, referring principally to points on which light has 
been thrown since the author ceased to correct his work. This is the first 
appearance of Mr. Finlay’s works in a complete form.

This is probably the finest copy that ever was presented by Turner to one of his 
friends, from whose Executors I have purchased it. 

W I can state on most competent authority that this copy, consisting entirely of 
First and Second States, is better than even the later picked copies of the First State 
(snch as the one sold at Christie’s, March 24, 1873), as they naturally were made up of 
impressions rejected in the earlier selections. 

The number of copies printed of the First State of the Impression varied from 
10 to 25 ; of the Second State, also from 10 to 25. Of the Third State, about 100 
copies were taken ; and after that issue the impressions became worthless. Whilst the 
picked copy (first impressions) fetched at the sale above referred to (Lot 330) the sum 
of 850 guineas, the recent copies (Lots 897-911) realized only about £25. each ; a good 
_ indication of their slende r artisti c and comm ercial value.

MAGNIFICENT MINIATURES FROM A DEVOTIONAL BOOK 
EXECUTED ABOUT A.D. 1400 FOR JACQUES DE BOURBON, 
Comte de la Marciie (1393) [offorwards King of Sicily 
(1415);] perhaps by Andre Beauneveu, the miniaturist 
of the Due de Berry ; representing " The Majesty” and 
the Crucifixion. The miniature of The Majesty represents 
God the Father surrounded by Cherubim, at the corners 
the four Evangelists with their emblems. Round the 
border are sixteen figures playing on musical instruments 
in the manner of the great picture by Fra Angelico. The 
miniature of the Crucifixion contains no less than forty- 
two figures. The Bishop kneeling at the foot of the Cross 
is no doubt a portrait. Round this border are also sixteen 
figures in the compartments— mounted on velvet in a black 
polished frame , in a box with shutter. The size of each 
miniature is 14 in. by 10 in. £300. 

circa a.d. 1395-1400 

The Bourbon escutcheon appears eight times in the above miniatures; the 
lend gules surcharged with a small lion sable which appears to have 
been the peculiar cognizance of the prince above mentioned. None of 
his relatives seem to have borne it, although any of the descendants of 
Louis I d~! Bourbon and Marie of Hainault (his great-grand-parents) 
might have done so. Other monuments and manuscripts show that they 
did not; but if Andre de Beauneveu had been employed by the Comte de 
la Marche to illuminate a grand volume like those which he was executing 
for the Due de Berry, that consummate artist would probably have been, 
as a native of Hainault, careful to insert the small black lion. We are 
inclined to believe that in tho two glorious paintings described above, we 
have the sole survival of one of those grand Livres d’Heures which are 
Uio glory of F rench art in the XIV- XV Centurv.

ST. CATHERINE IN THE TEMPLE. An exquisite 
EXAMPLE OP THE FAMOUS MlNIATORE GIROLAMO DAI 
LIBRI, representing St. Catherine of Alexandria before 
the doctors and a crowd of people. The scene is within a 
temple supported by columns. The faces and figures of 
the seventeen principal persons represented are finished 
with the most accomplished skill, to which no reproduc¬ 
tion or description could do sufficient justice. The 
brilliancy of colouring can scarcely be imagined. The 
triumph of the whole piece is perhaps the group in the 
gallery, consisting of fifteen heads perfectly, yet almost 
microscopically finished. At the foot of the centre pillar 
is the signature of the artist, “ Ieronimus f.” size 7| by 7-J. 
Neatly mounted in a gilt frame , £300. about 1520 

Specimens of the work of Girolamo are rarer and more beautiful than even 
of Giulio Clovio. Nothing like the above painting has ever appeared for 
sale in England; nor is likely to be met with in the future. It is 
emphatically a thing of beauty —to borrow the trite quotation from 
Keats; and there are few who could look upon the lovely harmony of its 
colouring without a thrill of sensuous delight and satisfaction. 
Girolamo was born in 14*72 and died in 1555; the above'painting was 
perhaps executed nel mezzo del cammin or soon afterwards.

THE DEATH OF THE VIRGIN, a very remarkable Painting in 
tempera, on panel, of the early Byzantine School, contain¬ 
ing 28 figures, with burnished gold background, 12 in. by 
9 in. in gilt frame , £21.

The inscription at the top of the picture runs thus : *H Kaiprime rye 
©eor^rou. This painting resembles very much, but is infinitely superior 
to, the picture engraved on plate 83 of D’Agincourt, which he describes 
as Ruthenian, or Greco-Slavonic work. The Virgin lies dead in the fore¬ 
ground, but there are two smaller figures in front in which she 
appears on foot receiving the death summons from a sworded angel. 
On each side of the bier stand the Apostles; in the middle appears 
the Saviour by His mother s side, with her soul borne as an infant in His 
arms. Behind and beside Him are the prophets, and the angels, with 
some female figures in the rear, while above them all hovers, with sable 
wings outstretched, the Angel of Death. The background has architec¬ 
tural accessories. 

Giotto has left a picture evidently imitated from this.

ST. GEORGE AND THE DRAGON, painted on wood in dis¬ 
temper, an excellent specimen of the Byzantine School, with 
gold background, in gold frame , size 8 in. by in.

This is an admirable work of art. The horse especially is executed in a 
masterly style; but altogether there are a freedom and grace of design 
observable here which give the painting a quite exceptional value. The 
figure of the rescued princess is seen in the background.

Painting, by a Grajco-Italian artist, executed on vellum, 
and containing 14 figures (the Virgin, the Apostles, and

This is a work of remarkable merit; superior in colouring and in the easy 
disposition of draperies to the examples of that Byzantine School from 
which early Italian art may be considered to have emanated. It is in 
fact Byzantine art imitated and improved.
